In 1872 Grant wis elected over GREELEY 
by a majority of more than 700,000, But in 
no subsequent election has the Republican party 
had a majority of the popular vote. In the 
elections of 1874 the votes for other candidates 
exceeded the votes for Republican candidates 
by 813,390. The majority of the popular vote 
against the Republicans in 1876 was 354, 855. 
and in the off year of 1878 it was 750,000 In 
1880 it was 298,276, and in 1882 it was 906,825. 
As BLaIng's majorities in the States he carries 
fall far below GaR¥IELD’s majorities in the 
same States, we need not wait for the full re- 
turns to reach the conclusion that Mr. BLaIne 
will find a large majority of the popular vote 
opposed to him. 

These figures exhibit distinctly the power of 
the machine,“ the advantage which the con- 
trol of patronage and public money gives 
to the ins“ in a contest with 
the “outs.” Tl received 240,000 votes, 
more than Hares, but the latter was 
counted in with a majority of electoral votes, 
though the Democrats elected a majority of the 
House in the same election. In the next bien- 
nial election of Congressmen, when the result 
could not curtail the remaining two years of 
the machine’s lease of power, the majority of 
the popular vote for anti-administration Con- 
gressmen was 750,000. In 1880, when the ma- 
chine was fighting for another four years’ lease 
of power, the adverse popular majority was 
cut down to 298,276,and GARFIELD went in 
with a majority of fifty-nine electoral votes 
when his plurality was only 9,464o0ver Han- 
cock. Then, againin 1882, when the fate of 
the machine was not directly involved, the 
popular majority against the party in power 
was over 900,000, and the Democrats elected a 
majority of more than seventy Congressmen. 
The returns of 1884 will show how much the 
power of the machine has reduced this adverse 
majority, and against how large a majority of 
the popular vote it has sought to renew its 
lease of power. 

All the elections since 1872, however, have 
demonstrated the fact that the machine in 
power is good for half a million more votes in 
a Presidential year than in an off year when 
only Congressmen are to be elected, though it 
probably controls 250,000 even in the off years. 
Being able to control 750,000 votes in a Presi- 
dential year, and to control them in such a way 
as to secure a majority of the electoral votes 
in spite of any adverse popular majority of 
more than 250,000, as it did in 1876 and 1880, 
it has fully proved the truth of Mr. TILDA's 
theory that the party which ousts the Republic- 
an party from power must begin the contest 
with a majority of about 1,000,000 of the popu- 
lor vote atits back.

New Tonk. November 6.—Among the visitors at 
the Democratic National headquarters yesterday 
were Carl Schurz, C. P. Sykes of Arizona, ex-Sena- 
tor James Fitzgerald. Judge Kelly, Col. Post of 
Philadelphia, and others. They were all in the 
happiest of moods over the election of Cleveland. 
Cari Schurz said: “Cleveland has been elected by 
the Independent Republicans, and not by the 
Democrats, and the result isa rebuke to political 
knavery, treachery, and dishonesty. The Repub- 
licans, I trust. are well taught that they must re- 
move from their house every base, contemptible 
and designing jobber of the Blaine type.“ 

Never was excitement more intense than at the 
Nationa! Headquarters of both parties yesterday. 
The result of the election, conceding that the claims 
of the Republicans had some foundation, aroused 
much anxious speculation. The two headquarters 
were thronged throughout the day and night with 
persons eager to ascertain the latest returns. At 
the National Democratic rooms, Senator Gorman 
seemed to be extremely happy and confident. He 
said that there was no possible doubt of the election 
of Cleveland. Chairman Manning at Albany had 
telegraphed him that Cleveland would receive at 
least 5,000 majority in this State. Senator Gorman 
thought between 1,000 and 10,000 would be the ma- 
jority. He claimed Wisconsin, California and Ore 
gon as sure for the reform Governor. During 
the day dispatches were read to the 
crowd which thronged the headquarters. 

The enthusiasm of the people as they heard the 
latest returns was immense. 

The Republican National headquarters were also 
thronged. Secretary Fessenden claimed that Wis- 
consin, Indiana and New York were safe for Blaine, 
and that the Plumed Knight's election was assured. 
Early in the day Steve Eikins telegraphed Mr. Blaine 
that New York had given him at least 8,000 majori- 
ty, and that bis election was a certainty. Chairman 
Jones said: “Conceding to Cleveland the majorities 

claimed for him in New York aud King’s Counties, 
we claim that a majority sufficient to cance! them 
will come down to Harlem bridge for Blaine. 
All these reports indicate Republican gains and 
place our majority at 5,000 and mere. Outside of 
New York, we are certain of 179 votes. We are, in 
addition, certain of Oregon, Indiana and Virginia. 
Altogether we ciaim 264 votes.” 

Bands of Blaine Republicans kept marching up 
and down Twenty-fourth street, irritating the 
crowd with cheers for Blaine.

A Remarkable Bridge. 
From St. Nicholas. 

Distant about an hour's ride by rail from

Walking up Broadway some time after my 
arrival | found myself thrown into a kind of 
nervous excitement so great as, to use a com- 
mon expression in default of a scientific one, to 

e my head swim. I found myself uncon- 
sciously stopping to see it goby.” The streets 
are crowded, and everybody seems in a hurry. 
The stream of omnibuses, drays, ete., ap- 
parently never abates, and the sidewalks are 
continually crowded by people who are always 
in a hurry, and the tramways in almost every 
longitudinal street of the city threaten to 
monopolize the travel, while four elevated rail- 
ways send their trains thundering overhead in 
away to make quiet people unendurably 
nervous; and the feverish haste of everybody 
and everything inevitably and immediately 
aifects the new-comer. It is difficult to sleep 
from the first. Stimulants affect the brain 
much more tha on this side of the Atlantic, 
and I remember very well a Yankee captain 
with whom I once crossed the Atlantic, a bon 
vivant of the old type, who assured me that of 
his own wine quested 4 on board he could only 
drink half a bottle in New York, while he 
drank a whole bottle in Liverpool. 

I might fill several columns with observations 
of various kinds to show the results of this 
tendency. The consequence is, as we might ex- 
pect, the evolution of a new type of mind, and 
ultimately possibly anew type of physique. 
The influence of environment, aided by cultiva- 
tion of the special tendency, results, as in breec- 
ing cattle, in this, that the American is becom- 
ing a quicker, more nervous and more spirited 
man, with probably less staying power and less 

eneral humanity—a specialized race in which 

he unequal strain is throwing out by the way 
all the less fit individuals, and breaking down 
continualiy organizations which, bred under 
English skies, would have resisted the natural 
wear and tear of life admirably.
